Force Open Door and Carry 
Out Unconscious Victims; 
Defective Flue Blamed. 


An unanswered telephone occasioned 
an alarm yesterday that snatched the 
lives of seven persons from the grasp- 
ing hand of death. Coal gas had over- 
come the seven while they were asleep 
in their home at 117 Eastern avenue 
northeast, Takoma Park. Death was 
but 30 or 40 minutes away when neigh- 
bors discovered them unconscious. _ 

Those overcome: Mr. and Mrs. James 
McMahon, both 22 years old; Miss Ma- 
rie McMahon, 17; Jackie McMahon, 3; 
Junie McMahon, 2; James Smith, 23, 
and William McMahon, 45. James Mc- 
Mahon and Smith were the most seri- 
Ously affected. The former still was 
unconscious at a late hour last night 
in Providence hospital, while Smith, a 
sailor, was taken to the U. S. Naval 
hospital. 

Poisonous fumes had filled the house, 
a bungalow, through a defective flue of 
the furnace. Upon retiring Saturday 
night, police were told, all complained 
of feeling ilf, but no one seemed to 
know why. 


Silent Phone Alarms. 


Mrs. Marie McMahon, 1301 Madison 
street northwest, mother of McMahon, 
and Mrs. N. Smith, mother of Mrs. Mc- 
Mahon, telephoned to the house yester- 
day morning. Receiving the familiar 
answer of the operator, “They don’t an- 
swer,” Mrs. Smith became alarmed and 
telephoned to Albert A. Heale, who lives 
across the street at 118 Eastern avenue, 
and requested him to investigate. Mrs. 
McMahon said she thought that all had 
gone to church. 

Heale, seeing the milk on the porch, 
sensed impending danger and hurried 
to the house. He forced’open the door, 
and upon discovering the persons un- 
conscious, called to Policeman H. W. 
Pickles, of the Thirteenth precinct, who 
resides at 112 Eastern avenue; George 
Brown and other neighbors. 

Fighting their way through the gas- 
filled rooms, the neighbors threw open 
all windows and doors and carried the 
children into the open air. All, save 
William McMahon, who was sitting in 
a chair, were found in their beds. The 
children were quickly resuscitated and 
taken to the homes of neighbors. Ef- 
forts to rouse Smith and James Mc- 
Mahon were fruitless at first. 


Clogged Flue the Cause. 


Smith, after first-aid treatment by 
Dr. A. D. Little, 6811 Fifth street north- 
west, regained consciousness, and hos- 
pital treatment was recommended for 
him. Attempts to arouse McMahon 
were in vain and he was taken from 
the house to Providence hospital. 

The flue, which was clogged, is in the 
cellar and has been defective for sev- 
eral days. McMahon had employed 
workmen to adjust the defect, and they 
were to work on it today. 

Police were told the entire household 
had complained of a peculiar odor in 
the house Saturday, and upon retiring 
last night all complained of feeling ill. 
Believing it was caused by something 
they had eaten, they retired. 

Physicians expressed the opinion that 
the entire household would have been 
wiped out within the next hour after 
discovery. Police praised the quick- 
wittedness of Mrs. Smith in calling 
upon neighbors for aid.

WIDOW OF LIEUTENANT 
SLAIN IN CROWDED CAFE 


Mrs. Betty King Shot Dead by 
Admirer as He Sits at 
Table With Her. 


TRIES TO END HIS LIFE 


San Francisco, Nov. 21 (By A. P.).— 


Mrs. Betty King, widow of Lieut. Robert 
King, U. S. N., came to the end of a 
turbulent love affair here last night 
when she was shot to death by George 
W. Barnett, an automobile salesman, 
who trailed her from Minneapolis. 
Today Barnett’s life was hanging by 
@ slender thread as a result of a bullet 
wound which he inflicted in his head 
after he killed Mrs. King, while seated 
across from her at dinner, in a down- 
town restaurant. Barnett is married 
and has a daughter. Football crowds 
in the cafe were startled by the shots. 
First reports from police headquarters 
said that Mrs. King was formerly mar-

ried to Barnett and the fatal quarrel 
resulted from a disagreement over re- 
marriage. Police detectives’ overnight 
version of the affair was that Mrs. King, 
whose husband was killed in an auto- 
mobile accident in Dorchester, Mass., 
in 1922, had not been married to Barnett 
but that she had met him in Min- 
neapolis about a year ago. 

“They fell in love,” Police Detective 
Everett Hansen said in a report today. 
“Wishing to free herself from any en- 
tanglements, Mrs. King came to San 
Francisco. Barnett followed and ob- 
tained employment with an automo- 
bile firm here. I understand he de- 
sired the companionship of Mrs. King 
until such time as his wife in Minne- 
apolis obtained a divorce. 

“Mrs. King’s identity was estab- 
lished through letters in her reticule. 
One of these letters was stamped and 
addressed to Barnett, in Minneapolis. 
It contained messages of love, but 
spoke of his former letters as having 
been incoherent.” 

After Barnett located Mrs. King in 
San Francisco he took quarters in the 
same hotel where Mrs. King lived. 
When she refused to receive him, he 
forced the lock on her door and was 
expelled from the hotel. Later he apol- 
ogized to the management and occu- 
pied quarters in an adjoining down- 
town hotel.

PROCLAIMED IN DUBLIN 


Free State, Under Its Terms, 
Raids Republican Organ 
Women’s League. 


DOCUMENTS ARE SEIZED 


Dublin, Nov. 21 (By A. P.).—A state 
of national emergency has been pro- 
claimed under the public safety bill 
recently adopted by the senate and 
approved by the governor general. The 
Dail Eireann has been summoned to 
meet Wednesday. 

This state of emergency permits the 
authorities to arrest and detain with- 
out trial individuals suspected of com- 
plicity in various offenses, such as at- 
tempts to overthrow the government, 
possession of arms or explosives, and 


false assumption of military or _ 
rank. 

Acting under the proclamation, the 
police today raided the offices of An 
Schoblacht, a republican organ, and 
seized all copies of the paper. They 
also raided the headquarters of the 
Republican Women’s league and con- 
fiscated copies of antiimperialist doc- 
uments and papers relating to wom- 
en’s organizations. 

Fifty persons are under arrest, 
charged with being implicated in the 
armed raids a few days ago on the 
civic barracks at various places. It was 
these attacks on ‘the civic police that 
prompted the government to intro- 
duce the public safety bill, leading to 
the’ national emergency. 


Britsh Steamer Near 
Freighter in Distress 


London, Nov. 21 (By A. P.).—Valencia 
dispatches to Lloyds say that the Brit- 
ish steamer Andania is standing by 
the British freighter, Aldworth, from 
Norfolk, November 4, for Queenstown. 
The Aldworth sent out distress signals 
yesterday, and her condition is con- 
sidered serious because of the heavy 
gale. 


EARL CARROLL TOLD 
TO RETURN TO U. S. 


Convicted Producer Is Order- 
ed to Be Present at Hear- 
ing on His Appeal.

SELECTION OF JURY 
TO COMMENCE TODAY 


May Take Several Days to 
Complete Panel; Opening 
Arguments to Follow. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

The stage is now set for the opening 
of the trial of Albert B. Fall, former 
Secretary of the Interior, and Edward 
L. Doheny, oil magnate, on charges of 
conspiracy to defraud the government 
in connection with the leasing of some 
30,000 acres of oil lands on naval re- 
serve No. 1 in California. 

With Justice Adolph A. Hoehling 
presiding, the trial starts at 10 o’clock 
this morning in criminal court No. 1. 
Into this comparatively small room, 
with a seating capacity of about 250, 
there will surge interested persons, law- 
years, newspaper correspondents, be- 
sides the principals with their counsel 
and members of the jury panels. But 
the public and the sensation and 
curiosity seekers will have little or no 
chance to watch the proceedings in 
view of the lack of space. 

And the coming trial will differ 
from some of the recent spectacular 
trials in the sense that nothing is to 
be allowed to mar the solemnity of 
the occasion and give a theatrical at- 
mosphere to what is regarded as a seri- 
ous matter, which should be dealt 
with in a dignified way. 


Banned From Entire Building. 


Judge Hoehling has forbidden flash- 
lights, camera, motion pictures, not 
only in the courtroom, but in the en- 
tire building. This has been the past 
practice in this court and it is going 
to be maintained. 

Selection of the jury of twelve lay- 
men will be the first business in con- 
nection with the trial. Whether this 
work can be completed today or even 
tomorrow is problematical. But when 
the jury is chosen, the opening argu- 
ment by the government will be the 
next step. This means that the gov- 
ernment’s special counsel— Owen J. 
Roberts or Atlee Pomerene—vwill state 
the government’s side of the case, the 
facts which they expect to prove by the 
evidence. Then will follow the opening 
statement by the defense. This will be 
made by Frank J. Hogan, chief counsel 
for Mr. Doheny. Wilton J. Lambert, 
who recently joined Mr. Fall’s legal 
forces, will reserve his opening state- 
ment until after the government’s evi- 
dence has been presented. 

On the eve of the trial yesterday the 
only new development came in the form 
of an authorized statement to the press 
by Mr. Fall, who heretofore has re- 
mained silent in the face of insinua- 
tions and criticisms. 

But it is understood that reports 
printed yesterday concerning intima- 
tions that persons who had been drawn 
on the jury panels were being sub-

FRENCH FEAR FAILURES 
IF FRANC KEEPS HlolNt 
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Monetary Unit at Parting of 
Ways; Brokers Hope for 
Turn Lica 


POINCARE GIVES WARNING 


Paris, Nov. 21 (By A. P.).—The 
French franc has come to the parting 
of the ways. This week will be mo- 
mentous with regard to the future 
standing of the French monetary unit 
in the international exchange mar- 
ket. 

The public is as deeply perturbed 
over the too rapidly soaring franc as 
when it fell to the lowest depths on 
July 21 last. Unemployment has made 
its appearance and exports are dwin- 
dling. The government is taking action 
to prevent further improvement, just 
as it did in July to halt depreciation. 

Such .is the information gathered 
around the bourse today, which, al- 
though officially closed for business, 
was teeming with activity. Brokers’ 
clerks were cleaning up and register- 
ing the accumulation of selling orders 
of the past few days and getting ready 
for tomorrow’s business. 

The level where economic difficul- 
ties begin has been reached, and 
should the franc continue to improve 
in the same ratio as in the last few 
weeks experts among the manufac- 
turers and wholesalers look for sudden 
failures. 

Brokers and their clerks are confi- 
dently expecting a turn in the market 
tomorrow, with improvement in French 
securities, which. have been carried 
downward in the extensive selling of 
the past ten days. 

Premier Poincare and former Premier 
Herriot, radical socialist leader, now 
minister of education, speaking at 
Tarbes today, laid stress on the serious- 
ness of the situation. The premier 
pleaded for continuation of the na- 
tional union minisfry and declared that 
the whole future of the nation was at 
stake. 

“The peril of yesterday,” he said, 
“has been averted,.but has not yet dis- 
appeared.” 

M. Herriot also called for “the sacred 
union” to face the new danger. 

Strangely enough Americans are no 
more popular with the falling dollar 
than they were when it was worth 50 
francs. The man in the street con- 
tinues to believe that foreign specula- 
tion is responsible for the pinched cir- 
cumstances—-has caused the _ rising 
franc and the maintenance of. the 
high cost of living, and he loses no op- 
portunity to express his opinion.

REPORT OF POWERS 
IN COURTS OF CHINA 


Abandoning of Nationals 
Now to Their Mercy 
Held Impossible. 


SH. STRAWN, OF U.S. 
UNITES IN FINDINGS 


Russians and Germans Shown 
Suffering From Surrender 
of Extraterritoriality.

The United States government and 
eleven other powers are about to make 
public the conclusion they have 
reached jointly that they can not aban- 
don their nationals in China to the 
mercy of Chinese courts of law until 
order is restored in that*country and 
the dispensation of justice assured. 

This is the result of the movement 
initiated at the Washington disarma- 
ment conference in 1921 to abolish the 
extraterritorial rights accorded foreign 
countries in China, whereby cases in- 
volving foreigners are tried, not in 
Chinese but in foreign courts. 

A commission representing the pow- 
ers and headed by Silas H. Strawn, of 
Chicago, the American commissioner, 
spent nearly a year investigating. the 
actual operation of the judiciary system 
in China. It has prepared a 20,000- 
word report of its findings and recom- 
mendations which is to be made pub- 
lic in Washington and other capitals 
by the powers concurrently. 

Travesties on Justice. 

The report gives accounts of the 
travesties on justice perpetrated upon 
foreigners within the last two years 
under the reign of the war lords of 
China, each of whom in the territory 
he rules has constituted himself judge, 
jury and high executioner. 

“The administration of justice must 
be protected against any unwarranted 
interference by the executive or other 
branches of the government, whether 
civil or military,” the commission ob- 
serves in connection with the danger 
of abolishing foreign courts in China 
under present conditions, 

The commission’s criticism of the ad- 
ministration of justice in China may be 
summarized thus: 

1. The government of the country 
has fallen into the hands of military 
leaders who by virtue of their power 
assume at will administrative, legisla- 
tive and judicial functions, thus tend- 
ing to obliterate the demarcation be- 
tween the executive, legislative and 
judicial branches of government. 

2. The government treasury has been 
so depleted that funds are frequently 
lacking for pay of police and court 
officials. 

Court Procedure eee 

8 The uniformity of the laws and 
of judicial procedure 1s being impaired 
by independent laws and courts in re- 
gions that do not recognize the central 
government at Peking. 

4. The extension and perfection of 
the new legal and judicial system 
adopted by China are being retarded. 

Justice in China, the commission 
reports, is administered at the whim 
of the ‘“‘Tuchun” who happens to be in 
power or the merchant who can pay

The date of a hearing on charges that 
Arthur R. Gould, of Presque Isle, Re- 
publican nominee for United States 
senator, exceeded the legal limit of ex- 
penditures in the recent primary has 
been set for November 26, at the State- 
house, Secretary of State Frank Ball 
announced tonight. The charges were 
filed yesterday by the Rev. A. F. Leigh, 
of Randolph, prominent in the Ku Klux 
Klan organization of the State. 

A request will be filed with the sec- 
retary of State tomorrow by Thomas 
Lehigh, of this city, associate counsel 
with Frederick W. Hinckley, of Port- 
land, for Mr. Gould, asking for detailed 
specifications of the charges. 


Opponent Files Charge. 


Portland, Maine, Nov. 21 (By A. P.). 
Activities of Arthur R. Gould, Repub- 
lican nominee for United States sena- 
tor, in Canadian railways in 1918 were 
thrust into Maine’s election campaign 
when a committee associated with Ful- 
ton J. Redman, his Democratic oppon- 
ent, tonight made public a report of an 
investigation it made. In the report 
the committee refers to a payment of 
$100,000 by Mr. Gould in 1918 to the 
then premier of New Brunswick, J. K. 
Flemming, in negotiations concerning 
the building of the St. John Valley and 
Quebec Railway, which payment Chief 
Justice McKeown, of New Brunswick, 
is quoted as characterizing as an “act 
of bribery.”” Mr. Gould late tonight de- 
nied that the payment of the money 
was a bribe. 

The committee accompanied its re 
port by extracts from testimony an 
findings in the case. The ry 
in part: 

“This matter was brought to the at- 
tention of Mr. Redman and as a re- 
sult of the investigation it has been 
disclosed that Arthur R. Gould during 
the progress of an investigation con- 
ducted by the Province ot New Bruns- 
wick, testified under oath that he had 
paid to J. K. Flemming, then premier 
of the province, the sum of $100,000, 
and the commission in its report to the 
government has characterized this pay- 
ment as a bribe. 


Taken From Record. 


“The testimony of Mr. Gould upon 
which Chief Justice McKeown, of the 
Province of New Brunswick, who was 
the arbitrator in these proceedings, 
relied in finding that Mr. Gould had 
bribed the premier of New Brunswick, 
is taken from the official report of the 
evidence.” 

The report quotes Chief Justice Mc- 
Keown as saying in a statement at the 
time: 

“Mr. Gould represents the payment 
as pratically forced from him. I am 
not so sure that this is so. I think he 
was Only too ready to purchase an ad- 
vantage by making a payment of such 
a nature. Indeed, I can see no other 
reason why he should have paid it. It 
seems to me impossible to conclude 
that any man is going to part with 
$100,000 unless he expects to gain very 
material advantage thereby.” 

The committee’s report adds: 

“The finding of Chief Justice Mo- 
Keown in reference to the claim which 
the chief justice had heard is as fol- 
lows: 

“*That the claimants have no rights 

which should be recognized or en- 
forced in any court or before any ar- 
bitrator, causes the contract to be void 
by on of the act of bribery com- 
mitted by Mr. Arthur R. Gould during 
the negotiations for the building of 
the road between the province and the 
railway company.’”’ 
The date of the provincial commis- 
sion’s report is March 165, 1918. The 
special senatorial election will take 
place November 29. 


Gould Makes Denial. 


Mr. Gould tonight, in reply to the 
charges made from the headquarters of 
his Democratic opponent, denied that 
he paid a “bribe” of $100,000 to the 
premier of New Brunswick a number 
of years ago, and asserted that such a 
sum was given as a contribution to a 
political party in New Brunswick by 
his business associates without his 
knowledge.

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SHE NEW BRITISH COMMONWEALTH. 


The British imperial conference has adopted 
the momentous report of its committee on 
interimperial relations providing for a read- 
justment of the relation of the dominions to 
Great Britain. Presumably the proposals will be 
submitted by the governments concerned; but 
it is a foregone conclusion that the plan will 
be approved in its entirety. The changed re- 
lations constitute the consummation of the 
desire of the dominions for liberty of action 
in conducting thefr own affairs and their re- 
lations with foreign countries. 

Henceforth the British ‘‘empire’’ survives 
in name only. The imperial authority of the 
British cabinet and parliament is shorn away 
until only a vestige remains. The report 
recognizes that ‘‘the major share of responsi- 
bility” in the conduct of foreign affairs ‘rests 
now and must for gome time continue to rest 


with his majesty’s government in Great Brit- 
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ain. But each of the dominions hereafter 
will have power to make treaties, with the 
understanding that such treaties shall relate 
to its own affairs and that engagements af- 
fecting other ‘dominions shall net be made 
without the consent of the parties affected. 
Thus the zovernment of Creat Britain is pre- 
cluded hereafter from entering into treaties 
ia behalf of the empire without first obtaining 
the consent of the dominion governments. 

The status of India remains as defined by 
the act of 1916. Australia, €anada, the Irish 
Free State, New Zealand, Newfoundland and 
South Africa acquire a status equal to that of 
Great Britain. within the British common- 
wealth of nations. Their governments will 
communicate directly with each other and 
With the government of Great Britain, and 
not through a governor general. This func- 
tionary hereafter will represent the crown, 
and not the British government, and he will 
possess only the nominal authority possessed 
by the king in Great Britain. The changed 
status of the Irish Free State having rendered 
the term ‘‘United Kingdom’’ obsolete, the 
title of the king is ehanged by leaving out 
those words. 

Several features of this far-reaching de- 
cision are of special interest to Americans. 
First, it may be observed that if the govern- 
ment of George III had possessed the wisdom 
of the government of George V there would 
have been no Declaration of Independence, and 
the United States would now be a part of the 
British commonwealth. Second, the evolution 
from empire to commonwealth is accom- 
plished by mutual consent, and no written 
constitution will follow to bind the bargain. 
Third, as the United Stafes must deal separate- 
ly hereafter with the nations of the British 


commonwealth, it appears probable that min-- 


isters representing Australia, New Zealand, 
Newfoundland and South Africa will be ac- 
credited to Washington, in.addition to the 
Canadian and Irish representatives already 
provided for. Presumably American diplo- 
matic representatives will be sent to these 
nations. 

The independent status of the British do- 
minions in the league of nations is recognized 
in the imperial conference report. Each has 
a vote, and hereafter each doubtless will 
aspire to become a member of the council, on 
an equality with Great Britain. 

It is noted that the report lays emphasis 
upon the fact that all the dominions agreed 
at Geneva upon the conclusions reached by 
the special conference of members of the 
league of nations, which considered the con- 
ditions attached by the United States to its 


~ resolution adhering to the world court proto- 


¢ol, and that the dominions agreed to the 
action which that conference recommended. 
The action recommended was that the league 
of nations members should make an identic 
reply to the United States, imposifig certain 
eounterconditions to its entry into the world 
court. As President Coolidge on November 
11 gave’ notice that the conditions adopted by 
tue Senate must be accepted without modifica- 
tion, the disclosure of the attitude of all the 
British nations in favor of modifying the con- 


~ditions makes it very clear that no agreement 


will be reached. Tusa United States, there- 
fore, will not ratify the world court protocol. 

it can not be doubted that the British do- 
mipions eventually would have severed their 
re‘ations with Great Britain if their inde- 
pendence had been denied. The imperial con- 
ference now adjourning must have been the 


 eccasion of many heartburning discussions 
“behind the’ curtain. 


It could not have been 


easy for the government of Great Britain to 
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surrender powers that have been exercised for 


' ages, and which unti} lately were supposed to 
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be an integral element of the prestige and 
authority of the crown of England. But the 
ministers in England have wisely relinquished 
to the dominions the powers to which they 


* are entitled as avtonomous nations under a 


common.crown. Thus, vhile not teaching the 
happy condition achieved by the United States 
in the form of a “more perfect union,” the 
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enormous stride forward by abolishing the 


“ empire and setting up the commonwealth. 


HELPING THE. HUSBANDMAN. 


The average farmer on the farms of the 
United States can not possibly appreciate the 
interest which a large body of men of science 
take in his welfare. These lovers of mankind 


| use up many millions of brain cells in pon- 
' dering problems the solution of which means 
| SO much to the husbandman. 


Unfortunately 
the results of these sleepless nights of deep 
thought are usually published in limited, very 
limited, editions and on such expensive paper 
that the man who might be benefited by read- 
ing the results of the researches is debarred 
from knowing how much his fellow men have 
done in his interest. 

There was a gathering in the big banquet 
hall of one of the leading hotels in New York 
a few weeks ago. It was the occasion of the 
annual meeting of the Academy of Political 
Science, and at that gathering was read a 
paper, ‘‘Power on the Farm,’ wherein the 
listeners were told that the farms today are 
managed as a newspaper would be conducted 
if the old-fashioned Washington hand-press 
were the only means of printing the daily edi- 
tions. While the speaker admitted that the 
tractor and the gang plow are an improvement 
on the man-drawn crooked stick which con- 
stituted the agricultural implement outfit of 
the husbandman in the days of the Pharaohs, 
and while he conceded that the mower and 
the self-binder are somewhat superior to the 
scythe and sickle of colonial days, he insisted 
that what is needed is electric power on every 
farm. 

And it will be so easy to carry out his plans. 
He points out that there are upwards of six 
million farms in the United States, of which 
only about 7°% have either gas electric 
service. To reach these farms are approxi- 
mately 3,000,000 miles of highways. By the 
expenditure of only $6,000,000,000 the speak- 
er thinks he can establish enough ‘electrical 
highway mileage’ to bring a power line to 
every farm in the country. Then by ‘‘assum- 
ing an average cost of $750 for the preliminary 
electrification of each farm, the total expendi- 
ture for equipment reaches about $4,750,000,- 
000,’ which in the opinion of this deep thinker 
“could undoubtedly be financed directly or in- 
directly by the farmers themselves.’’ 

So everything is thought out—like the 
neglected Golconda of the golden West, ‘‘all 
that: is needed is capital to develop it.’ All 
that the farmers are required to do is to put 
up the paltry $4,750,000,000 necessary to pay 
for electric fixtures. Then they can lie back 
and let the demon do the work.

TEACHERS’ SABBATICAL YEAR. 


The proposal to make one in every seven 
years a vacation period for teachers in the 
local schools is nothing new in modern ad- 
ministration of colleges and boards of educa- 
tion. Many cities and most institutions of 
higher education grant their teachers and 
professors a sabbatical year, and the local plan 
is being drawn along well established lines. 


| Briefly, it contemplates six years of work by 


the educator, then a year free from the duties 
of instruction during which the teacher may 
travel, study, or take advantage of. other 
methods of better qualifying himself. After 
the free year, he returns to work, refreshed 
for six more years of teaching. 

Critics to the contrary, the task of instruc- 
tion is at best grueling work. - Sitting before a 
class day after day, intently alert at all times, 
is wearing both physically and mentally. The 
conscientous teacher needs more than a regular 
vacation period each summer, part of which is 
usually consumed in study. From the stand- 
point of the teacher the sabbatical year would 
be welcomed. 

The student, too, indirectly receives the 
benefit of the sabbatical leave. Knowledge 
never has been static, nor can the human mind 
remain at a _ standstill. In order to keep 
abreast with modern developments the teacher 
must study continually. -To guard against 
geiting in the rut of constant repetition of th@ 
subject he teaches he must try to develop 
himself. 

Apparently the plan could be introduced to 
the local public school system without adding 
to the payroll, for there is at all times a large 
application list for temporary positions. Such 
teachers. are placed on the payroll at $1,400 a 
year. After seven years’ work a regular teach- 
er has amassed $700 in longevity salary, with 
which sum he would be able to leave his posi- 
tion for the year. The plan is to be taken be- 
fore Congress for approval or disapproval at 
the coming session. 


RADIO JAZZ IN COURT. 


The question whether the radio is a nuisance 
was bound to be taken into the courts for 
adjudication. It happened last week in New 
York eity, where any offense that can not be 
classified elsewhere is sure to justify a warrant 
of arrest if brought under the jurisdiction of 
the public health department. Thus, when .a 
publisher in the downtown district of Man- 
hattan found the outdoor loud speaker of a 
radio dealer getting on his nerves, he haled 
him into court on the charge of maintaining 
a nuisance ‘‘dangerous to life or detrimental 
to health,’ 

History does not record whether the jurist 
who sat in this case is a radio fan, but with 
the wisdom of a modern Solomon he decided 
he could best pass on the merits of the case 
after a practical demonstration. The loud 
speaker was set up in the courtroom, and the 
magistrate tuned in and brought forth the 
strains of a jazz orchestra. This judge was 
not temperamental; had he been, a verdict of 
guilty would have been entered then and there, 
for there are millions of people in these United 
States, devoted fans, who expend their energy 
and fret their nerves nightly in futile efforts 
to escape the moaning saxophone which, more 
than any other instrument, is responsible for

The more important thing, how- 
ever, is that the radio has received judicial 
cognizance and been approved. It is no longer 
a luxury, but a necessity. Even if it sometimes 
is abused there is none who, having one, would 
permit its removal, save to make way for 2 
better and later model.

ANTHRAX FROM A SHAVING BRUSH. 


Unique in the jurisprudence of the State of 
New York is the case now pending before the 
appellate division. Can anthrax be contracted 
from a shaving brush? is the question On ap- 
peal to be decided in reviewing the judgment 
of the supreme court. 

The plaintiff in the original action, one 
Smith, is a resident of Canada. While the 
guest of a hotel in Buffalo in September, 1923, 
he purchased from a drug company a shaving 
brush. After using the brush he declares that 
he became violently ill. His disease was 
diagnosed as anthrax, and physicians were com- 


pelled to remove part of his chin to save his | 
In suing the drug company he contended | 


life. 
that the brush purchased from them was made 
of horsehair and bristles which had not been 
disinfected as required by Federal regulations; 
that, inspection after he had become afflicted 
showed that the brush was infected with an- 
thrax spores. 

The jury after hearing the evidence in 
Smith’s suit for damages to the amount of 
$25,000, brought in a verdict of $12,000 in 
favor of the plaintiff. 

In appealing from the judgment of the 
court the manufacturer and the selling agent, 
the defendants, contend that it is impossible 


for a human being te cortract anthrax from | 


the use of a btush, and that if the plaintiff 
really suffered from the disease he must nave 
contracted it in some other manner. 

It is expected that the case will eventually 
reach the Federal courts, whatever may be 
the opinion handed down by the court of ap- 
peals of New York, for the reason that the 
Federal quarantine regulations, as well as the 
sanitary code of the State, are involved. 


SMUGGLING OF ALIENS. 


There must be some truth in the statement 
that 1,000 aliens were smuggled across the 
Canadian line into the United States last sum- 
mer, because it is attributed to the chief immi- 
gration inspector on duty there. The country 
is not only informed as to the number of aliens 
that have thus been brought in illegally, but 
is given intimate Knowledge of the methods 
by which the smuggling ring with headquarters 
in Canada conducts its business and the induce- 
ments it holds out to foreigners, who are urged 
to take up a temporary residence in Canada, 
with assurance of ultimate transportation 
across the line into the land of promise. 

Those who are not versed in the ways of 
capturing smugglers and preventing violations 
of the immigration law may be excused if they 
wonder how it happened that with such de- 
tailed information in their possession concern- 
ing the operations of the alleged smuggling 
ring, the inspectors were not able to suppress 
these activities and keep out the undesirables. 
It doubtless is difficult to watch a boundary 
line that extends several thousand miles, but 
with the main points of entry guarded and a 
patrol performing its duty the unlawful en- 
trance of aliens in such numbers ought to be 
prevented. 

Conditions along the New England border 
are substantially the same as farther west, 
along the Mexican boundary line, and in many 
of the seaports. If a careful inquiry were 
made it probably would be disclosed that all 
border enforcement agencies have been di- 
rected particularly to prevent the smuggling 
of liquor. This, naturally, would divert the 
attention of inspectors from other forms of 
smuggling. As between the unlawful entry of 
undesirable aliens in wholesale lots, and a few 
cases of proscribed liquor, there may be a dif- 
ference of opinion as to which is most harmful 
to the nation. The immigration law should 
be just as effectively enforced as any other 
statute, but ‘it is evident that, under existing 
conditions, it is not. 


OWLS AND EAGLES. 


Ornithological news has come from both 
coasts within the past few days, and the habitat 


of the birds which have attracted so much at-. 


tention is in each instance the frozen wastes 
of the North. Boston, Mass., and Dunkirk, 
N. Y., both report the presence within their 
limits of numbers of ‘‘great snowy arctic owls 
whose wings spread from 4 to 7 feet.’’ Two of 
these strangers arrived at the Hub as stow- 


| aways on the Leyland line steamer Winifredian. \ 
The birds were not on board the liner when 


she sailed from Liverpool, but were discovered 
when she was 400 miles from the nearest land. 

Arctic owls live upon partridges and rab- 
bits, and a disease among these fauna is said 
to have depleted the supply to such an extent 


that the owls were in danger of starvation if» 


they remained at home. The assumption is, 
therefore, that having no store of canned 
goods to fall back upon, the ‘‘wise old owls” 
decided to emigrate, 

The other arctic bird which occupies news- 
paper space is the Alaska eagle. The birds are 
so common that the citizens of that Territory 
kill thera for the bounty of one dollar each 
which is paid by the Territory. The noble 
American birds are accused of depredations 
upon the young salmon and upon young game 
of all kinds. hence the bounty. 

Territorial records show that since 1917 the 
Treasury has paid bounties on 41,812 eagles 
thus slain. Now appears the Audobon societies 
as ‘‘counsel for the defense.’’ They deny the 
charges brought by the bounty hunters and 
insist that eagles are too well bred to prey on 
property which does not belong to them. The

School Like West Point’s Is 
Proposed to Train Youths 
of Fascist Families. 


FAVORED BY MUSSOLINI 


Rome, Nov. 21 (By A. P.).—Italy of 
the future would be ruled by a specially 
selected and educated aristocracy of 
fascists, under plans submitted to Pre- 
mier Mussolini by leading fascist intel- 
lectuals. 7 

A school, semimilitary and semischol- 
astic with a curriculum based on sci- 
ence, politics and the art of govern- 
ment, would be created, having many 
features similar to America’s West 
Point. Chief among these would be a 
selective system of obtaining candi- 
dates who would represent the cream of 
the applicants. 

Creation of the school is recommend- 


ed by the leaders of the intellectual 
wing of fascism, who have been study- 
ing the problems brought out by the 
abolition of popular elections both 
within the party and the nation. They 
want to form among the promising 
youths of the nation an aristocracy of 
faith and ability to guide the future 
destinies of the ship of state. 

Premier Mussolini is understood to 
look not unfavorably at the suggestion. 

The candidates would be chosen 
from among the young hopefuls of the 
fascist party, the blackshirt militia 
and the most promising students at 
the special classes in political sciences 
created some time ago in the various 
universities. 

The academy’s studies would include 
the analysis of political phenomena, 
the science of organization, Roman and 
Italian history, with special attention 
to the dictatorial periods. 

Early in the course the students 
would be given opportunities to hold 
minor offices and to come in contact 
with the people in order both to train 
and test them, those showing incom- 
petency at the practical aspects of the 
work being speedily weeded out.

LONDON PRAISES PLANS 
FOR DOMINION AUTONOMY 


Press Backs Program of Pre-; 
miers as Outlined by Im- 
perial Conference. 


CONFIRMS EQUAL STATUS 


London, Nov. 21 (By A. P.).—Inter- 
imperial relations, as set forth by the 
committee of premiers of the imperial | ~ 


conference establishing the aaa Sa 
officially as autonomous units, equal 
in status within the empire, are com- | 
mented upon favorably by the London 
papers, and criticisms, even of the de- 
tails, are few. A point generally made 
is that nothing of importance is 
changed. 

The Daily Telegraph says the report | == 
gives fuller formal recognition than 
heretofore to a state of things already 
in existence. 

The Morning Post declares those do- 
minions which had worried about an 
unequal status now found they had 
been forcing an open door. It is of' 
the opinion that the foreign relations 
clauses are complex and may be found 
difficult. (These clauses recommend 
that in future treaties the British 
minister shall sign for Great Britain, 
with each dominion signing for itself, 
and recognize that in foreign relations 
neither Great Britain nor the domin- 
ions can be committed to acceptance 
of active obligations without the con- 
sent of their own governments.) 

The Daily Mail believes the report 
should satisfy all the aspirations of 
the dominions, but it does not alter 
essential conditions. At first sight, it 
the right of the dominions to 
make foreign treaties seems to multi- 
ply the diplomatic difficulties, but the 
right has been exercised in the past, 
and there is no real reason for alarm. 

The Daily Express welcomes what it 
calls the negative results of the con- 
ference in leaving things much as they 
were before. It believes that the more 
‘loosely the empire is knit the more se- 
curely its parts are bound together. 

The Daily News declares: ‘“‘No effete 
or dying organism could have produced 
such a report. Its general effect is one 
of closer unity and greater inherent 
strength.” 

The Daily Chronicle praises the re- 
port as an admirable document em- 
phasizing the strength of imperial re- 
lationship.

A natural decline in commodity 
prices, already noticeable in some of 
the basic industries, had probably con- 
tributed to the slackening of trade 
since it has encouraged many potential 
consumers to delay filling their re- 
quirements in the hope of getting fur- 
ther concessions. This situation is ex- 
pected to correct itself as soon as sup- 
plies begin to«run low. 


Seasonal Drops Pronounced. 


Seasonal reductions became more 
pronounced last week in several im- 
portant fields. Railroad freight car 
loadings apparently reached their peak 
in October and the declines noted early 
this month probably will be extended 
throughout the rest of the year. Cur- 
tailment of operations in the steel mills 
brought the average for the industry 
well below 80 per cent. Lower pig iron 
prices were reported and the price ten- 
dency of steel products was inclined to 
weaken on indications that the demand 
would be light for several weeks. Pur- 
chases of automobiles continued to 
dwindle. 

Prospects for a settlement of the Brit- 
ish coal strike unsettled the market 
for this fuel which had been strength- 
ened as a result of a heavy export de- 
mand. Frequent changes in prices ac- 
counted for much of the uncertaintly in 
coke, which in turn affected the market 
for pig iron. 


Sugar Market Stronger. 


Ii contrast to the general down- 
ward trend, the sugar market was 
strengthened by a presidential decree 
limiting the Cuban crop to 4,500,000 
tons. Prices of the raw and refined 
products soared to new high levels for 
the season, with sales in the New York 
futures market breaking all records. 

Conditions in the textile industry 
also showed signs of improvement with 
prices relatively stable in the face of 
general expectations that the next esti- 
mate of the cotton crop will place the 
yield above 18,000,000 bales. Consump- 
tion of the staple, however, has been 
steadily increasing and labor condi- 
tions, except in a few localities, have 

been more satisfactory. 

Other measures of business activity 
which have reflected a seasonal let- 
down include smaller bank clearings, 
lagging building operations, together 


During the last ten years and more 
the Brooklyn Edison Co.s gross earn- 
ings have shown consistent improve- 
ment, new records in gross earnings, 
net earnings and number of customers 
being attained in 1925.

There are no bank 
loans outstanding. Dividends of 8 
per cent per year have been paid on 
the capital stock since 1904.

RELAX FOR CRAMPS WHILE 
SWIMMING. 


NORTHWESTERN student writes: 
A Your recent article hardly did 

enough credit to the Swedish peo- 
ple for the splendid new steps they have 
taken in the sport of swimming. The 
real value of such a step can only be 
realized by those who are well ac- 
quainted with the sport, its advantages, 
and the immense number of drownings 
that occur all over the country every 
year. 

The requirement that all university 
graduates and athletes be able to swim 
is not unreasonable, for under good 
coaching it is often a matter of' only 
a few weeks before the pupil can pro- 
pel himself in the water; after that is 
accomplished the work is interesting 
rather than tedious in the learning of 
new strokes, life saving methods, and 
the responsibility of caring for an- 
other life in the water. besides one’s 
uwn. 

In many of the American universi- 
tiles and in boys’ and girls’ camps life 
saving methods are taught. The tests 
require that a pupil dive for a 10-pound 
weight, know the various carries used 
in bringing a drowned person to shore, 
the breaks used in breaking the grip 
of the drowning one wherever he may 
take hold, “dolphin diving,’ which is 
an aid in searching for the body, the 
Shafer method of resuscitation (which 
®& 13-year-old Chicago girl used recently 
on one of the beaches to save a life), 
and the complete care of the drowned 
person after he is brought to. The pu- 
pil must also undress himself in the 
water. 

There have been many unnecessary 
deaths caused by cramps. Some of 
the best swimmers have gone down 
with a siege of cramps, usually in the 
stomach. There is no need to drown 
from cramps, if the: swimmer only 
knows how to propel himself. Upon 
feeling a cramp coming on the victim 
usually becomes terrified and loses all 
confidence in himself, which results in 
his own death, whereas if he were 
calm-and cool he could completely: re- 
lax his stomach muscles, keeping him- 
self afloat with his limbs, even with 
his arms alone, and before long the 
cramp would disappear. I Uon’t know 
about other universities, but at North- 
western the pupil must swim with both 
hands extended in the air ana in all 
ways possible in which he does not use 
his entire body. The main thing to

remember when you have a cramp is 
that relaxation in the affected part ts 
necessary, and if given a little time the 
cramp will go away. 


When you see ar: American Red Cross | 
life-saving badge on a swimmer’s suit | 


you know that he is capable of taking 
care of any one in distress in the water, 
and the more badges on swimmers’ 
Suits the fewer deaths by drowning. If 
Sweden can keep pace with America in 
this. matter, she will have an accom- 
plishment of which to be proud. 
REPLY. 

The point of great interest about this 
letter is what is said about cramps. 
Panic is responsible for most of the 
fatalities which follow cramps while 
swimming, If the swimmer will merely 
keep his head above water and remain 
calm, the cramp will pass away in a 
short time. Keeping the head, but par- 
ticularly the nose, out of water is sim- 
ple for the man who remains calm. 

However, cramps as an explanation 
of fatalities among swimmers has been 
very much overworked. The effect of 
cold on ‘his skin nerve endings does 
increase the tendency to cramping 
somewhat. But it is not correct to 
charge to cramps deaths due to faint- 
ing, dilatation of the heart, anginal 
attacks, heart disease, apoplexy, and 
other causes which happen to occur 
while the party is in the water. Water 
is an unnatural medium for man, and 
anything which causes loss of con- 
sciousness is liable to indirectly cause 
drowning.

N auction bridge there are two 
I classes of doubles. business and 
informatory; today I will try to ex- 
plain their respective meanings and 
uses. 
For some years after auction bridge 
was played in this country, the bid of 


an opponent was not doubled unless 
the doubler expected to defeat the 
contract, and consequently desired to 
double the penalty he would receive. 
The double made to obtain a double 
penalty is still as important ‘a factor 
as ever; it is now called the “business 
double“ to distinguish it from a made- 
in-America double, generally known as 
the “informatory, double.” The busi- 
ness double seldom can be used advan- 
tageously early in the bidding. To de- 
feat a small-sized contract, even by one 
trick, is unusual; and when-the oppor- 
tunity to-defeat it severely does arise, 
a double known to have been made for 
business would warn the opponents, 
and they would usually be able to 
overcall with some bid which would not 
be so expensive. Even in the excep- 
tional case in.which a business double 
of an early bid would stand and would 
yield a penalty, the return derived from 
it rarely would be as great as from a 
game-going bid made by the doubler 
or his partner; consequently when but 
one.type of double was known, the 
privilege of doubling an early declara- 
tion seldom was utilized. It was be- 
cause of this that the informatory dou- 
ble was devised and for more than a 
decade it has been generally voreare 
very popular in this country. For years 
it was not favored by English players, 
but finally they too learned its ad- 
vantages; so today it is conventional 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 


The respective objects or the two 
doubles may be stated thus: 

. BUSINESS—Those made with the 
expectation of defeating the adversary, 
and for the purpose of increasing the 
score of the doubler; the desire of the 
doubler being that his double stand. 

INFORMATORY—Those made for 
the purpose of conveying information 
to the partner who is expected to 
overbid; unless his hand is so strong 
that he feels justified in allowing the 
double to stand with the hope of a 
large penalty. 

The informatory double of a no 
trump announces that the doubler 
also has a no trump. The informa- 
tory double of a suit-bid announces 
strength in the other three suits; 


there may or may not be strength in| 
In my suc- | 


the suit that is doubled. 
ceeding articles I shall first take up 
doubles of one no trump, and later 
other doubling problems. 

The pointer for today is: 

A double of one no trump is in- 
formatory unless the partner of the 
doubler has previously bid or doubled; 
in which case it is business. 

Examples: Dealer bids one of a 
suit. Second hand one no trump, 
third hand double; business because 
the partner has bid. Dealer pass. 
Second hand one no trump, third 
hand double; informatory because 
the partner has not bid. Dealer one 
of a suit, second hand double. Third 
hand one no trump, fourth hand 
double; the fourth hand’s double 
would ‘be business by reason of the 
double previously made by the: part- 
ner.

Costumes in the movies, where clothing 
the cast is more than a dressmaker’s 
job, are the creations of specialists in 
fashions and feminine personalities. 

Wardrobes call for designers and 
other craftsmen who can keep modern 
styles in advance of the mode and 
period fashions authentic, adapt styles 


to individualities, work fabrics into de- 
‘sired effects and criticise the finished 
product. 

The costume designur usually dresses 
everybody in the picture and each must 
pass his examination before going on 
the set. 

The simplest dress costs $200 to re- 
produce for. the movies, says Andre- 
Ani, designer for Metro-Goldwyn-May- 
er, but without his department the cost 
of costuming would be trebled. Delay 
in getting materials and the inconven- 
lence of having the work done outside 
the studio are eliminated, he points out. 
There are 25 workers in the modern 
wardrobe department and 30 in the 
costume department. 

Brocades and velvets are the princi- 
pal materials used in making up the 
costumes. 

“Satins and metallic cloths make 
the wearers look large,” Andre-Ani ex- 
plains. “Soft and flowy materials will 
hide ugly ankles and fat arms. Gold 
cloth often is used, and protuberances 
painted black to hide physical defects. 
Taffetas are disliked by directors. The 
material requires a good deal of paint- 
ing to tone down the effects.” 

The fabric department prints mate- 
rials according to Andre-Ani’s designs. 
Hand blocked fabrics, more expensive 
than brocades, are widely used.

Kansas City, Nov. 21 (By A. P.).—

Missouri legis- 
lature, to appear and testify regarding 
any knowledge he may have of gossip 
that between $250,000 and $750,000 was 
paid into the local Democratic cam- 


paign fund by the Kansas City Street

Walmsley precipitated the hearing by 
writing to Senator Norris (Republican), 
Nebraska, and asking for an inquiry 
into reports of alleged irregularities in 
the election here. 

Upon learning of Walmsley’s action, 
Senator Reed ordered the former legis- 
lator to appear before him Monday 
morning. Walmsley announced he 
would comply, although he said he 
could give no specific information. The 
hearing will be in Senator Reed’s of- 
fice here.

FERNANDEZ REBEL BAND 
DEFEATED BY MEXICANS 


General Forced to Flee With 
2 Followers, Is Report; 
Supplies Seized. 


2 ARMY OFFICERS HELD 


El Paso, Tex., Nov. 21 (By A. P.).— 
Gen. Nicolas Fernandez, leader of a 
band of Mexican rebels, which crossed 
the border east of here November 1, 
was defeated by federal soldiers in a 
clash today in the northern part of the 
state of Durango, said a telegram re- 
ceived in Juarez from Parral. 


Twenty-two horses, 30 rifies and a 
pack mule loaded with ammunition 
were reported to have been seized from 
Fernandez. 

Gen. Fernandez was forced to flee 
with two of his followers after the 
brush with the federals, it was re- 
ported. 

The information came in a telegram 
to Gen. Rafael L. Mendoza, commander 
of the Parral district, who is visiting 
Juarez on private business. 

Ferndndo Fernandez, a minor rebel 
leader, had been captured and court- 
martialed, the advices said. Whether 
or not he was executed could not be 
learned. 

Former followers of Gen. Francisco 
Villa in Chihuahua have pledged their 
support to the federal government and 
have assured Gen. Mendoza that in the 
event of a serious uprising they will 
take the field against the rebels, he 
said. 

When questioned about revolutionary 
activities in the Paral district Gen. 
Mendoza said that his territory was 
quiet, and denied that trouble was 
feared by officials in that district. 

Mexico City, Nov. 21 (By A. P.)—Po- 
lice have arrested two army Officers, 
Carlos Obregon and Manuel Martine, 
on charges that they were organizing 
@ seditious plot against the govern- 
ment and were ative in distributing 
propaganda favorable to the Catholic 
cause, 

Several civilians were apprehended 
on the same charges and the police de- 
clare there will be numerous other ar- 
rests of persons implicated.

The Antisaloon league is willing to 
assent that the government renew the 
manufacture of whisky for medicinal 
purposes provided a plan for foreign 
purchase of liquor is first tried out and 
proven unsatisfactory, Wayne B. Wheel- 
er, general counsel of the league, de- 
clared in a statement yesterday. 

“Whether the United States should 
renew the manufacture of whisky here 
or buy it abroad, as the law provides, 
is an open question,” Wheeler said. “If 


the government tries the foreign pur; 
chase plan for a short time and finds 
it unsatisfactory, it can start the dis- 
tilleries whenever the contingency 
arises,’”’ he declared. He continued: 
“The wets have declared persistently 
that the only place to get pure whisky 
is in Scotland or some other foreign 
country. If they are right, the needed 
supply may be obtained abroad. We 
need not buy it for at least five years 
and could tell better then how much 
was needed. Any needed supply could 
be imported in a very short time to 
fill any deficiency between warehouse 
supply and the demands of the hour.” 
From his own perspective and point 
of view, Wheeler said, foggy misgivings 
arise thick and fast concerning the 


| plan of Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews to re- 


new the manufacture of whisky in or- 
der that it may age'in time to re- 
plenish the present supply which is 
said to be. growing dangerously low. 
Regarding the plan to select one dis- 
tiller to manufacture the whisky, 
Wheeler said: 


Supply Must Be Low. 


“The law prohibits the manufacture 
of whisky until the existing supply is 
so low that a new supply is required, 
given time for aging. When the gov- 
ernment decides that this date has ar- 
rived, under the present law every 
distillery has an equal chance for a 
permit. To issue permits to a few 
would bring charges of favoritism and 
provoke court action to compel the 
ranting of other permits. Some dis- 
iller would take a chance and make 
a large supply of whisky for beverage 
use. 


“There is a possibility that this 
difficulty may be met by the passage 
of a bill that is being drafted under 
the supervision of the prohibition 
unit. This bill would provide greater 
government control over the manu- 
facture of a new supply.” 

Wheeler suggests further the use of 
pure ethyl alcohol as the basis for 
alcoholic medicines. This now is the 
rule in many States, he said, declar- 
ing, “this method is more scientific 
and brings better results.” Druggists 
object to the handling of whisky in 
drug stores, he ‘said. 

And anyway, he declared, “the facts 
are that only about 1,800,000 gallons 
of whisky are being used for medi- 
cinal purposes, so that the present 
supply of 15,000,000 gallons will last 
more than eight years, adding: 

“According to the standard set by 
the medical profession, only four years 
are needed for aging, consequently 
there is plenty of time remaining be- 
fore it is necessary to start the dis- 
tilleries.”

PANAMA FLIGHT TESTS 
DELAYED BY WEATHER 


Northwest Wind at Norfolk 
Brings Rain and Snow 
to Halt Tryout. 


MAY WAIT THREE WEEKS 


Norfolk, Va., Nov. 21 (By A. P.).— 
A cold northwest wind that brought a 


mixture of snow and rain today pre- 
vented final tests of the navy’s Norfolk 
to Panama nonstop flight seaplanes, 
and officials tonight could not predict 
when the start would be made, saying 
it might be made tomorrow or it might 
be held up for three weeks. The planes, 
PN-10 all metal machines equipped 
with two 600-horsepower motors each, 
flew to Hampton Roads Friday from 
Philadelphia, where they were built and 
were to have had their full load tests 
at the Hampton Roads naval air sta- 
tion today. The proposed flight of 2,171 
miles is designed to demonstrate the 
possibilities of long distance seaplane 
scouting. 

The time of the flights start will de- 
pend on the condition of the motors 
and the weather, Lieut. Comdr. H. T. 
Bartlett, commanding the expedition, 
said tonight. 

“I am not absolutely satisfied with 
the motors yet and don’t propose to 
start until we have these planes run- 
ning just as smoothly as we can make 
them,’”’ Commander Bartlett said. “After 
we are ready we are going to wait for 
favorable weather. When that will be 
I don’t know; it may be tomorrow, or 
it may not be for three weeks. I don’t 
think conditions will be favorable for 
taking off tomorrow.” 

The flight commander received a mes- 
sage from the weather bureau in Wash- 
ington reporting: 

“Conditions improving but probably 
not favorable until Tuesday or 
Wednesday. Weather still bad in Ca- 
ribbean.” 

Both planes made short flights to- 
day despite the bad weather but it 
was decided not to attempt to hold the 
full load tests until tomorrow.

Yonkers, N. Y., Nov. 21 (By A. P.).— 
Notified by police of Greensboro, N. C., 
that Clarence Wharton was wanted 
there on a charge of murder, police 
here today found that the notification 
had come a day too late.

corporation and procured a franchise 
for the building of a railroad from St.

“A charter was procured from the 
New Brunswick parliament for this 
purpose. In connection. with this 
charter, parliament guaranteed the 
bonds of the railroad up to $25,000 per 
mile.

“At the time we were seeking a char- 
ter politics were at fever heat in New 
Brunswick and @ strenuous fight was on 
between the liberals and the conserva- 
tives who were then in power.

‘COAL BILL THE CAUSE 


ST. PAUL RAILROAD 
GOING UPON BLOCK 
AT AUCTION TODAY 


Fixed by U. S. Judge 
for System. 


OF LINE’S TROUBLES 
Kuhn, Loeb and the Jameson 
Group Expected to Be 
Rival Bidders. 


Butte, Mont., Nov. 21 (By A. P.).— 
The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railway will go upon the auction block 
here Monday, the first major railroad- 
ing enterprise in America to reach that 
status. The sale will pave the way for 
reorganization of the great transconti- 
nental system which dropped into re- 
ceivership something less than two 
years ago. 

The upset price, that from which 
bids shall be started, was placed at 
$122,500,000 by Federal Judge James H. 
Wilkerson, in whose court the receiver- 
ship has been administered, and who 
appointed Herbert Lundahl, of Chicago, 
as a special master in chancery to re- 
ceive the bids. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
has been estimated worth from §$550,- 
000,000 to $750,000,000 and on January 


1, 1925, had an outstanding indebted- 
ness of $465,045,0Q0. 


Rivals May Bid. : 


The railway’s fiscal agents, Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., of New York and the Na- 
tional City. Bank, of New York, 
throughout have indicated their inten- 
tion to bid in the system, and with 
them has been deposited a majority of 
the railroad’s securities. An opposing 
group holding some $16,000,000 of the 
road’s junior securities and known 
variously as the “Jameson group” and 
the Bondholders’ Defense committee, 
headed by E. C. Jameson, of New York, 
have been reported as prospective bid- 
ders. 

The Jameson group waged a stren- 
uous fight in an effort to be permitted 
to intervene in the receivership, but 
permission was denied by Judge Wil- 
kerson. 

The railroad went into receivership 
March 18, 1925, when friendly invol- 
untary proceedings were instituted be- 
fore Judge Wilkerson. A comparatively 
minor coal bill was the vehicle of the 
receivership, but it also was represented 
that he railroad would be unable to 
meet $48,000,000 bonds maturing Janu- 
ary 1, 1925. 

H. E. Byram, then president of the 
road; Mark W. Potter, a former mem- 
ber of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and E. J. Brundage, former 
Illinois attorney. general, were ap- 
pointed receivers. 

In Federal court it was alleged that 
the receivership was directed by the 
‘railroad’s bankers so that its financial 
structure might be reorganized, and the 
Interstate Commerce Commission also 
held a hearing to fix the cause for the 
receivership. 

The railroad, with more than 8,000 
miles of main line, is one of the na- 
tion’s most important systems. It was 
the first Western road to push its steel 
to the Pacific coast and the first to 
operate electrically, across the Conti- 
nental divide. It now operates nearly 
700 miles with electricity over two 
mountain ranges. 


October Auto Output 
Falls, Report Shows 


(By Associated Press.) 

October production of motor ve- 
hicles in the United States fell off con- 
siderably, both as compared with Sep- 
tember, and with October, 1925. The 
Commerce Department yesterday re- 
ported that passenger automobiles 
made in October’ numbered 288,848 
against 350,913 in September, and 394,- 
096 in October, 1925. Truck produc- 
tion ‘last month was 42,890 against 46,- 
428 in September, and 44,323 in Oc- 
tober, 1926.. 

For the year to date, however, the 
motor output remains well ahead of 
previous records. Passenger car pro- 
duction was 3,407,411, against 3,089,153 
for the same 10 months of 1925, while 


the truck output was 428,931 against 
407,828.

jected to mysterious inquiries and 
other published reports are regarded by 
Mr. Fall and his counsel as tending to 
create in advance an atmosphere where 
his interests might be unfavorably af- 
fected.

Gibson and Houston Lean to 
Auditor’s Program, Is 
Indication. 

The House District investigating sub- 
committee is expected to resume its 
hearings today. Representative Gibson, 
ite chairman, expects to have at least 
one other member to sit with him, in 
which case the study of the local gov- 
ernment again will be taken up. 

Members of the school board are to 
be asked to come before the committee, 
not necessarily today, to give their 
opinion of needed improvements. They 
will follow District government officials 
who have been appearing before the 
subcommittee since the hearings were 
resumed. 

One of the most important proposals 
thus far submitted was that by District 
Auditor Daniel J. Donovan, who de- 
clared the local government should be 
responsible directly to Congress with- 
out the intervention of the budget bu- 
reau or comptroller general. Represen- 
tatives Gibson and Houston, of Dela- 
ware, are believed to look sympatheti- 
cally upon the proposal, though this 
does not mean they are yet ready to 
sponsor it. 

It would be difficult of passage, it is 
believed, and would have little chance 
of success at the coming short session. 
There is the probability that it may 
reach the form of a bill, however, be- 
fore the seventieth Congress convenes.. 

Those members of Congress who have 
to do with District affairs long have in- 
dicated a desire to broaden the powers 
of the commissioners, but so far they 
haye not known just how they should 
go about it. Because of this sentiment 
it is not unlikely that Donovan's pro- 
posal could make some headway in the 
next Congress. 

As soon as the subcommittee has 
concluded hearing expressions of opin- 
ion and suggestions as to changes, it 


plans to launch definitely on its own 
inquiry. 


Commerce Bureau’s 


Aid Nets $189,376,000| 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Commerce Department services to 
Americans engaged in international 
trade resulted in a gain of $189,376,000 
in new business in the last fiscal year, 
Dr. Julius Klein, chief of the bureau 
of foreign and domestic commerce, es- 
timated yesterday in his annual report. 
The government expended $3,000,000 in 
rendering the trade information which 
helped to bring about that particular 
result and general benefit. 

In 2,032,000 instances, Dr. Klein said, 
the bureau gave specific service by fur- 
nishing information or aid to traders.

WATERPOWER WORK 
MAKES U. S. RECORD 


Greatest Development in Last 
Four Years, Federal 
Board Reports. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The greatest water power develop- 
ment in the country’s history occur- 
red in the four years ended with the 
last fiscal year, the Federal water 
power commission said yesterday in 
its annual report. 

In the fiscal year 1925-26, the re- 
port said, twenty new projects capa- 
ble of developing an aggregate of 
1,200,000 horsepower, were started 
under construction during the preced- 
was 40 per cent of the total placed 
under constructon q@uring the preced- 
ing five years. 

The commission received up to July 
1, 726 power applications, of which 
528 were for major projects. After 
withdrawal or cancellation of 250 ap- 
plications, 273 remained proposing in- 
stallation of 24,750,000 horsepower. 
The commission acted on these to the 
extent of issuing 137 permits and 
licenses with an aggregate of 10,100,- 
000 horsepower.

REFORMATION PAGEANT 


Elaborate Scenes From Life 
of Religious Leader at Au- 
ditorium Tomorrow Night. 


MORE THAN 300 IN CAST 


With a cast of more than 300, rep- 
resenting churches throughout the 
city, the Luther League of the District 
of Columbia will present a huge pag- 
eant, “The Protestant Reformation of 
the Sixteenth Century.” tomorrow 
night at 8 o’clock in the Washington 
Auditorium.

ARMY CHURCH HABITS 
BETTER, SAYS AXTON 


Chaplain’s Report Reveals 
Each Man Attends Services 
13 Times in Year. 


The army constantly is improving 
its church-going habits, Col. John T. 
Axton, chief of chaplains, disclosed 
in his annual report made public yes- 
terday. During the last fiscal year, 
19,864 services were held with an at- 
tendance exceeding 1,800,000. This is 
an average for every officer and en- 


listed man of thirteen services a 
year. 
Col. 


Axton said this record indi- 
cates the good moral and spiritual 
condtions which exist among. the 
soldiers. While the total attendance 
was slightly less than for the preced- 
ing year, when all previous records 
were exceeded by nearly 500,000, there 
were more worshippers at the Sunday 
services than® in 1925. The week 
night attendance fell off nearly one- 
half. In addition to the regular re- 
ligious services army chaplains offi- 
ciated at 520 marriages, 947 baptisms 
and 1,273 funerals during the year. 
The chief of chaplains recommend- 
ed that chapels be erected at perma- 
nent army posts where religious serv- 
ices may be conducted amid proper 
surroundings. He said the _ services 
generally are conducted in_ social 
halls, gymnasiums, messrooms and 
other improvised quarters that detract 
from the spirituality of the exercises.

OF JUSTICE KENNA 
WILL BE HELD TODAY 


Retired Supreme Court Asso- 
ciate to Be Buried by 
Wife’s Side Here. 
NATION’S HIGH TRIBUNAL 

TO AJOURN SESSION 


Rites to Be Held in Afternoon 
at Apartment on Con- 
necticut Avenue. 


Services will be held this afternoon 
for Joseph McKenna, former associate 
justice of the Supreme court, who died 
early yesterday in his apartment at the 
Connecticut, 1150 Connecticut avenue 
northwest. Funeral services will be 
held at the apartments at 3 o’olock. 
The distinguished jurist will be buried 
at the side of his wife in Mt. Olivet 
cemetery. 

Chief Justice Taft and the associate 
justices of the Supreme Court will be 
honorary pallbearers. The Supreme 
Court will adjourn this morning in re- 
aspect of its former associate. The Rev 
Edward L. Buckey, pastor of St. Mat- 


thew’s church, will officiate at the 
services. 

Death came to Mr. McKenna, who 
was 83 years old, after an illness of two 
months. A week ago his condition be- 
came critical, and Father Buckey ad- 
ministered the last rites of the Catho- 
lic Church. Physicians said that his 
death was caused by the infirmities of 
advanced age, but friends said he never 
had rallied from the shock of his wife's 
death. 

Shortly after her death in 1925 he 
retired from the bench. He had been 
married 59 years. Surviving him are 
four children, Maj. Frank B. McKenna, 
U. 8S. A., retired, and three daughters. 
Mrs. Edward Alsop, Mrs. Pitts Duffield 
and Mrs. Davenport Brown. All were 
with him when he died. 


Born in August, 1843. 


In respect to the memory of the 
former associate justice, the Supreme 
Court will reconvene today following 
a three weeks’ recess, and after deliver- 
ing opinions and entering it will ad- 
journ. Mr. McKenna served as Attorney 
General of the United States before he 
was appointed to the Supreme Court 
in January, 1896, by President Mc- 
Kinley. 

Mr. McKenna was born August 10 
1848 in Philadelphia, the son of John 
and Mary McKenna. He received his 
early education at St. Joseph's college 
in Philadelphia. He began the study of 
law at St. Augustine college in 1855 
when his family moved to California 
He was admitted to the California bar 
in 1865 and enjoyed the unique dis- 
tinction of being elected district at- 
torney of Solano county the same year. 

He was appointed -to the House of 
Representatives in 1885 and resigned in 
1892 to accept appointment as Federal! 
judge in the Ninth judicial circuit. He 
was appointed Attorney General in 
1897. 


Ocean-Borne Trade 


Increased in 1925 


The total ocean-borne commerce 
conducted through all seaports of the 
United States in 1925 aggregated 
268,900,000 tons, an increase of 34,- 
400,000 tons, 14 per cent, over the pre- 
vious year, according to statistics as- 
sembled by cooperation of the bureau 
of research, United States Shipping 
Board, and the board of engineers for 
rivers and harbors of the War Depart- 
ment. 

Twelve United States seaports han- 
dled more than 71 per cent of the to- 
tal ocean-borne commerce of the 
United States. They were New York, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles, Philadel- 
phia, Boston, Norfolk, New Orleans. 
Baltimore, Port Arthur, Seattle, New- 
port News and Houston.
